Compared with a revised total of 91,624 
units last week, production of cars and 
trucks in the United States and Canada 
is expected to rise slightly to 93,908 ve- 
hicles the current week, ending Dec. 11, 
according to ADN estimates. This figure compares 
with 115,589 cars and trucks turned out in the correspond- 
ing week of 1936, when some manufacturers had not yet 
completed sampling of dealers. 

Possibility of an early return to normal production and 
sales is seen in many quarters, if, as GM’s Chairman Al- 
fred P. Sloan jr. declared in his speech before the Assn. 
of Life Insurance Presidents in New York last Friday,

With only five states thus far re- 
ported for the month, an accurate 
estimate of November passenger 
car sales cannot be made until 
more representative states are 
heard from. However, with the five states reported show- 
ing a decrease from figures reported in the same month 
a year ago—coupled with the fact that new car sales 
faltered in the latter portion of November in the face of 
excessive used car banks—it appears reasonable that this 
year’s final total will drop below the 223,732 units sold dur- 
ing November, 1936, although the decrease may not be as 
high as first expected. 

Based on the registrations reported by the five states 
so far—7,354 against 8,621—it would indicate a final total 
of approximately 183,000 sales, providing of course that 
the trend shown by states already heard from continues 
through the remaining states to report. This has not been 
the case in the past, and therefore it is likely future states 
to report may show a decided pickup, thereby raising the 
higher.

3ecause only five states have thus 
far reported registrations for No- 
vember, it is impossible this week 
to make an accurate forecast of 
what the month’s final total on 
truck sales will be. As in the case of passenger car sales, 
the five states reported reveal a lagging behind last year’s 
figures, indicating that the final November total will be 
slightly under the 30,255 sales chalked up in November, 
1936. 

Based on reports of the five states—1,290 compared with 
1,317—a final total in the neighborhood of 30,000 registra- 
tions is indicated for November, although remaining states 
to be heard from may alter this picture considerably.
